JUDICIAL SYSTKM. 


We do not desire to discuss the judicial system in detail, hut as 
the general outlines of that system are vital lo the Interests of 
every resident of (lie territory, we respectfully 
Uf,'Kost for the con- 
sideration of your Honorable Commission that the best interests 
of all ooiioorned will be met by the oranlatlon of a system of 
local courts, which shall, m 
far as possible, have exclusive and 
final jurisdiction 
over all local matters, so as to prevent so far as 
possible, the delay mid expense Involved If appeals may be taken 
to the Circuit or Supreme Courts silting at Washington 
or other 
parts of the United Slates. 
It Is submitted that If a judicial system Is adopted which allows 
Indiscriminate appeal to court 
beyond the borders of the territory 
ll will be an absolute 
denial 
of justice 
lo poor litigant 
mid 
a 
source of ureal and unnecessary 
expense and delay to all. 
It is submitted that the present Hawaiian system of com Is lias 
been evolved out of fifty year 
practical experience 
ami if con- 
verted Into a territorial 
system will fully answer all the local ter- 
ritorial needs, ami we respectfully urc that you recommend 
Its 
adoption with a 
little change 
a 
possible. 
In this connection

LAIIOU. 


The ipiestiou 
of the labor supply 
of the country 
is the one 
which most directly affects the interests which wo represent, and, 
as this is almost entirely an agricultural 
country, 
it is the ques- 
tion which most vitally affects not only the continued prosperity, 
but Ihe very existence 
of the Iciidhif; industties 
of Hawaii. 
It Is a mailer of common knowledge 
that the penal contract 
system which still 
survives 
here, 
was Introduced, 
not 
at the 
desire of the employers of labor but a 
as a matter of n.cesslly in

In the em Her half of the century the loading Industry 
of the 
country, ami the source of it 
principal revenue,
